AN Economle Brains Trust hao 

been suqaested for Hong- 
kong. Speaking at a Rotary 
luncheen earlier this week, Or 
&, F. Szcrepantk urged tho 
formation of a 100 - man 
Economic Council to advine on 
all facets of the Colony's de- 
velopment. . 

He obvious advantanen need no 
omphasis particularily If Gov- 
ernment Is considering con- 
trol, direction and regulation 
of cértain features of the 
economy on Ines suggested by 
the Financial Secretary In bis 
budget speech, These could 
not be put into effect without 
most scrious consideration by 
all sections of the community 
likely to be Involved. 


UT it would require somo- 
thing ap momentous as thle 
to Juatify a project of the kind 
Or Szczepanik has In mind. 
Ho appeara to believe that 
since cconomic considerations 
overshadow practically every~ 
thing, the ccllpsc of bodies 
Ike the Legislative Councls 
and tho various special com- 
mittees would be justified, 
While many of the committees 
are expendable, however, any 
weakening of the Legislative 
Council or any move In that 
direction, would be a grave 
mistake. The Colony’s most 
- important parliamentary In- 
stitution ip not only essential 
but needs to be greatly streng- 
thened and improved, not by 
ony major conatitutional 
change but by Increasing its 
unofficial membership to In- 
clude snecialists. 


HS leads us to belleve that 
this Idea might in some way 
be mareled with that of Or 
Qzczepanik. Tho greatest ob- 
jectlon to hls proposal is that 
an Economic Gouncll would 
become virtually the supremo 
‘representative body in the 
Colony. But something more 
comprehensive than that be 
needed. 

Moreover his Idea to some ox- 
tent collides — not necessarily 
fatally — with the Federation 
of industries. And it is worth 
recalling that even to reach 
this elementary stage of 
planning and co-ordination 
has taken two-and-a-half 
yeara of protracted negotla- 
tlona. Indeed there are some 
problems stil} not resolved, 
This gives an idea of 
tho difficuitles which an all- 
embracing Economic Council 
might encounter In the process 
of creation. 


NOTHER objection 
Councli and its 
socretariat ia cost. 
bo worth the outlay? Many 
Hongkong pecple will feel that 
ie ls cheaper Just to muddle 
along as we have always done 
and worry about the future’ In 
the future. Again, Governmont 
policy may condemn the 
organisation to frustration and 

stagnation. 

For it must bo asked whather 
Government Io prepared to 
currender sone of the final 
responolbility it reserves 
on all questions, even to 
a Gounoil that Is responsible 
ao wellas being Independent 

‘ and represontatlve? it le hard 
to cea how Government can 
agres to share responalbilitics 
In the economic yet not the 
polltical field, and besides 
there would be grave oblec- 
tlona to the propriety of such 
a move. . 


‘T would bo far better If tho 
Legislative Councit . unofficial 
membership were Increased to 
say 20 to Include appointed 
exporte In spectat ficlds, such 
as tho University, the schools, 
the Council of Scclal Service, 
the Federation of Industries, 
the Kalfonngs, rurat and fishing 
Induetrles, public transport, 
shipping, aviation, landlords 
and tenants, and make this the 
Colony's Brains Trust with the 

+ responalbitity of appointing 
committees and publicly deal- 
tng with queations of major 
importance.

By the time Henry VIII suc~

proach game, And Katherine of 
Aragon, first wife of the much- 
marricd Henry, wrote to Cardinal 
Wolsey that golf had been “taken 
for a pastime” by the nobles of 
England,

The rescuer this time was

The story of golf as we know 
It today began in the middle of 
the 18th Century with the tor- 
mation of the first clubs and the 
introduction of compctitions, The 
creation of the first club was the 
Indirect and unforeseen result of 
the first attempt to stage an Open 
Tournament. 


FIRST ‘OPEN’ 


In 1744 0 group of Edinburgh 
players organised a contest for a 
Silver Club, open to all-comers, 
and formed themselves into a 
golfing society — the Honourable 
Company of Edinburgh Golfers 
— in order to run it. 


But the first “Open” — -pat- 
tern-setter for all future com- 
petitions -- was a flop. Twelve 
players entered, but only 10 
turned out on the appointed day 
— and all were locals. And 
nithough an Edinburgh surgeon 
named Joha Rattray, the winner, 
became golf's first oMcint cham- 
pion, he was, in foct, no more 
than the new elub's king-pin, 


The far - sightod honourable 
gentlemen of Edinburgh also 
drew up ao code of rules -— the 
first written laws, of the game — 
and for half a century were the 
tuling authority.

As Englishmen became more 
expert, they gradually began to 
wrest the honours from’ the 
Scots, But it wag not until Harry 
Vardon, an Englishman who won 
the Open in 1899 and 1899, set 
out on a tour of the Uniled 
States in 1900 that golf received 
the first reat push towards be- 
coming the worldwide game it 
is today. ‘ 


Vardon's demonstration tour 
was a tremendous flip to golf 
in America. ‘i 


It created a new hunger for 
international contest. And with- 
in a short time, Americn began 
to make Its own 
the sport, 

It was in the United States 
that the scientific conception of 
the principles of good style were 
developed. They improved the 
‘weapons of the game, And they 
produced a string of machine- 
like golfers who reigned supreme 
on golf courses everywhere. 

Men lke Walter Hagen, who 
tnught the world putting; Sam 
Snead, the cheerful master of 
the approach game; and that 
walking legend of the fairways 
Ben Hogan, perhaps the greatest 
precision golfer in history. 


But golf js no single country's 
monopoly, Today it is a world 
game, born no one knows where
